— An Incident that 
was exi’eedingly pathetic to the majority of loi*al 
patrons of racing occurred at City Park tinlay wheii 
Phil Finch, the most popular horse to race here since 
the <lays of MK'hesney, broke down ho|»elessly in 
the fourth race. Because of the public’s general 
liking for Captain Williams* gotsl handicap horse. 
Phil Finch was heavily backed for his effort against 
<.h»ritter and Orbicular. Rounding the first turn he 
faltere«l and jockey Lowe pulled him up and dis- 
luoiiuted. He had broken dow’n in the left hind leg 
and, although he was able to limp away to his 
stable, those l>est alile to judge are of the l»elief 
that it will be impossilde for him to race again. 

With Phil Finch out of the way the ra<v was 
little more than an exercise gallop for Glorifler. 
Garner had waiting orders for him and so had Austin 
wlih Orbicular. As a result the two fairly crawled 
along for the first seven furlongs, indulged in a 
short sprint into the stretch and Glorifler cantered 
to the flush an easy winner in 1:55, the slowest r.a<*e 
of the season over a fast track. Austin ol>eyed in- 
struetions in keeping Orbicular away from pace- 
making, but bis ride w’as as idiotic os tho orders 
he was given. 

Four favorites won ami Garner nxle three of them. 
His winning mounts l>esldes Glorifler were Miss 
Leeils In the first and Emergency in the secoml. 
Both appeare<l to stand out over their opponents and 
both won juat as easily as the public predicted they 
w'ould. Ix^ns, too, seeme«l to be in a ni easy race In 
the third, but the best he could do was to finish 
secoml to Hickey. He got to the front in the 
stretch after wearing down Penrhyn, but the effort 
to reach that position took so much out of him 
that he had nothing left when Rickey came up with 
a closing challenge. 

Belle of the Bay’s victory In the fifth race was 
the most sen.satlonal of the day. ('apitally ridden 
hy Swain, she came from lK»hiud in the stretch and 
in a driving finish managed to last long enough to 
will hy a nose fr«rtu TlHiiuiingo and Odd Trick, both 
of w’liich w«>uhl liave beaten her in another stride. 
Dr. Mcl’luer followed the fast pace in the sixth 
ra<*e and won hy a narraw’ margin after getting 
uj> to Devout. <!oldpnM>f led all the way in the 
chislng rn<e.

New York, January 18. — T. L. Watt, the Harlem 
hanker, wh<> has raced a small stable with lamslder- 
able success for several years has twelve juveuiles 
ill winter quarters at Gravesend. For several years 
Mr. Watt has bought rather lllierally of Douglas 
Grand’s annual imusignmeiits of yearliugs from Eng- 
land, and in this manner he secured last season’s 
Tw’iii City Handicap winner. Fine Cloth, Don Royal 
and other winners. 

While youngsters of English breeding are repre- 
sented ill the coming season’s stable, Mr. Watt, or 
rather the stable manager, Charles H. Flack, Ixuight 
more generally of the native bred yearlings offered 
for sale last summer. Tliat he w'as a dlscriuiinatiiig 
Imyer is demonstrated hy a look over the horses in 
the stable. Almost without excei>tlon they show size 
ami quality and will compare favorably w’ith any 
stahk* on I,.ong Island. 

One of the foreign bred youngsters is a big. fine 
rocy-lookliig bay colt by Father Confessor, out of 
Koffee, by Strathmore. This colt is a full l>rother 
to Confessor, for whii'b J. L. Holland paid only $2(X) 
ar> a yearling in 1901. He is a well-mus<*le<l 

<xdt,. with goml depth through the girth, a back 
which denotes ability to carry weight and well- 
turned quarters. Nothing is knowu of his speeii 
qualities as yet, but he looks the part and sliouhl 
race with credit when asked the question. Mr. Watt 
Ixmght him privately from Mr. Grand last October. 

A likely looking chestnut colt by Ramapo — Mag- 
llna resembles his sire very much. He has a goo«! 
head and neck, strong quarters and with his hind 
kgs well under him. he has the cut of a good horse. 

•• A cleanly made colt is the imported son of Orion — 
Columbian (own sister to Darleydale, winner of the 



him. 

One of Mr. Watt’s own breeding Is a chestnut colt 
by Belmar— Warley. He has size and <m.ii forma thm 
of the best tyi>e to re«*omniend him. ami hK>ks like 
coming to hand early. 

A taking looking youngster is the ch(‘Stnut gelding 
Star Xallapa, by Star Shoot — Xallapa, with a well- 
shaped head and neck. Immense shoulders, brood 
h 04 *k and quarters that would fit a four-year-old, he 
looks every inch a racehoi*se. He is highly regHido<l 
hy the stable, though his price as a yearling was 
only $2.50. 

Pink and Blue, after Mr. Watt’s racing colors, 
is the name of the brown filly by Kingston, out of 
(’ap and Bells, the only American bred filly to win 
the English Oaks. This filly is rather small 
hut is built on go«xl racing lines and shows much 
iliiallty. .Mr. Watt paid $8<K) for her as a yearling 
One of the best looking fillies seen in some time 
is the chestnut by Gone Coon, out of Hurtle. Gone 
Coon is a Galopin stallion which was brought over 
from England in lt)04, he having covered the young 
mare Hurtle, by The Rush, liefore his departure. 
I'hls filly was foale«i in 1905 and was brought over 
last October by Mr. Grand and sold privately to Mr. 
Watt. Gone Coon has yet to make a reputatlwi in 
this country, but if there is anything in looks, this 
filly should bring him into notice. There are few 
essential points lacking in her conformation, and .she 
is almost sure to race well if nothing happens to 
her. She reminds one very much of Whimsical when 
she w'as a two-year-old and Mr. Flack will be well 
pleased if she hut races as well. 

A tine filly with size and quality to recommend is 
the home-bred miss by Warren ton, out of Prudence, 
the dam of Lady Uncas. This filly sIm>ws some tine 
racing imints, but hardly compares with the Gone 
Coon filly. 

Another smart looking miss is the full sister to 
Merry Lark, by Jim (;ore — Twitter. She stands 
about fifteen hands one in«li, has good head ami 
shoulders, tine inid<lle ple«-e and gooil quarters. Al- 
though she is lucking in height, she makes up D>r it 
in quality. She is wliat would be called a big little 
one. 

A brown filly by Galore — Branch and a half sister 
to Sandalwood, show’s size and quality, and ought 
to come to baud early. 

The bay filly by Ben Strome — Daisy Rose, Is a 
half sister to .Mc.Meekiu. She has much to re<*om 
mend her in makeup ami is, in fact, an extra ap 
peuring filly ami one that should give a goml ac4*ount 
of herself w’heu thoroughly wound up. Mr. Watt 
pa|i<i $950 for her ami he has iiameil her Rose of Ben 
Strome. 

Black Owl, the black filly by Galore — Clymeiia, is 
built on the light order, but shows many good iiolnts. 
She should come to hand for the early meetings, 
Billy iiarlh bought her for $500 and later trans- 
ferred her to Mr. Watt. 

The older horses in tlie stable are all In good 
w’iuter couditiou. Fine Cloth, looks exceptionally 
good and may be a factor in some of the season’s big 
events. The list includes Sir William Johnson, Dou 
Royal, Consistent, Mooushiue, Lady Warrenton, by 
Warreiitou — Lady Prudence, Gitche Mauito, by Bel 
,„ai—Maid of Harlem. The two last named are 
three-year-olds which did uot race last year.

January 28, he Im- 
proved hy ninning second to Suisnu at seven fur- 
longs over a very heavy track, and two days later 
won at a mile from St. Aignon, Monita and six 
otliers In 1:45}; tra<*k heavy. St. Aignon was an 
even money fav<>rlte. February 2, in a mile and a 
ipinrter dash for three-year-olds, he easily defeated 
the crai'ks — Greyhiirst and Lincoln II. — by a length 
ainl a half In deep mud. In 2:113. Greyhiirst w’as a 
10 to 7 favorite and It was 9 to 5 Lincoln II., and 
5 to 1 Sain. February 6, he ran sei-oud to Geyser 
at a mile. A week later he w’as third to Ostler Joe 
and The Bachelor In a mile and a quarter dash and 
ran his la.st race February 19, when he fiulshetl 
second to Arrezzo in a seven furlongs dash. That 
closed his racing career and Barney Schreiber bought 
him for a moderate sum and sent him to Wootl- 
lands. 

Up to that time the Australian-bred Foul Shot 
W’as the premier at Woodlands, and was the sire 
of- some good performers, but with the advent of 
his first crop of two-year-olds Sain displaced him 
and has more than amply vindicated the good Judg- 
ment displayed in securing him for stud service. 
Still a young horse, he has already sent such stars 
to the races as Otis, Corrigan, Schwalbe, Geheim- 
nlss, I„acy Crawford, Nealou, Otto Stifel, Deutsch- 
land, Augleta, Pinkerton, Tom McGrath, Ida 
Kearney, Ed Sheridan, Baggerly, Tony Faust, Jack 
Atkin and Zirl, everyone stake winners and racers 
of marker] ex<*ellence. These do not cover the 
names of all his winning progeny by any means. 
The Sains are hardy customers and almost without 
exception inherit his ability to run well In deep 
going as w’ell as to sliow great speed on fast tracks.

C. C. M<*Cafferty sprung one of his surprises with 
Nonie Lucille In the fifth, taking the measure of 
Vail Ness on which Hildreth and his counectiona 
started a plunge of huge proportions. R. R. Rico 
claimed \'an Ness for $825 and subsequently resold 
him to C. C. McCafferty at a profit of $200. 

Jockey Graham is laid up with a liail cold. It 
wa.s rumored at first that his absence from the 
saddle yesterday was due to a temporary shelving 
hy the stewards while an investigation was in 
progress into the running of Alma Boy in the 
fifth race, January 16.

For the first time slnc-e Barney Schreiber em- 
barked lu breeding one of his stallions has achieved 
tlie distinction of a place in the list of the first 
leu Ainericaji sires, that honor falling to his favorite 
Sain, This exquisitely bred horse was brought to 
this country when a foal along with his dam. The 
Task. His sire, St. Serf, is a son of St. Slmou, 
so Sain is a representative of the popular and win- 
ning line descended from Galoplu. The Task is 
l»y the unbeaten horse Bari-aldlne, from Satchel, by 
Galopin. .so there is a suspicion of inbreeding close 
up ill Sain’s pedigree. He is a brown and w’as 
foaled in 1894 and imported in 1895 by .Marcus 
Daly, In whos** name he began racing in 1890. His 
first start was in a half mile dash for tw’o-year- 
olds at .-Viiacouda, Montana, July 1, In which he 
ran se.cond to the fast May W. in :493- July Uf 
May W. lieat him again at five furlongs In 1:02. 
This W’as also at Anaconda. At Butte, July 22, be 
w’ou at a half mile in :48} from Paul Jones, Shot 
Silk, Pat Morrissey and others. Tlien he rau second 
iu each of four consecutive races and wound up 
ills career as a tw’o-year-old by w’iiiniiig at three- 
quarters from Bill Howard, Gold Bug and two 
more, in t:ir>L over a slow track. 

He was then taken to San Francisco and early in 
the follow’ing year w’as given a short but strenuous 
campaign In which he proved himself a good race- 
horse. especially In heavy going. His first start 
was at lugleside, January 7, and be was unplaced

EARLY RECORDS OF HORSE RACING. 



Interastinn Article on the Subject Taken 
from an Old Magazine in England. 



From an old magazine London Sporting Life takes 
the following, which traces back the origin of tlie 
present-day racehorse in Euglund and likewise ^iii 
-America since the greatest iiuinber of thoroughbreils 
ill this conntr.v today trace back to the English 
horses or hor.ses that were brought into England 
from other «*min tries: 

“The date at which improvement In the breed of 
horses began to lie systematically pursued in Great 
Britain, may, bow’ever, lie written as the year KJlti, 
when James I. gave .700 gnineus for an Arabian 
entire horse, w’bich was named ‘The Markham 
-Arabian,’ having been purchased from a Mr. Mark- 
ham, a merchant trading with Arabia. A prejudice 
set iu against the Arabian, as be was not snccessfnl 
as a racer: but this eveutuully disupi>eured ; for in 
the next century, during the reign of (Jueen Anne, 
we find ‘Tlie Darley Arabian,’ ini ported by a Mr. 
Darley from Aleppo. This horse was Iwed iu the 
de.sert of Palmyra, and it is said that his progeny 
were unequalled for lieanty, siieed, and strength. 
I'he Darley Arabian is often termed the Father of 
the Turf, and, indeed, the history of the Turf may 
be said to begin from bis time. 

“Next we have the Godolphin. It is said, however, 
that this horse w’as wrongly described as an Arabian, 
and tfiat he was really a Barb, imi>orted from 
Barbary. He lived to be twenty-nine years old, and 
died 17.73. Previous to ^be time when special 

care liegan to lie taken in the selection of sire 
and dam, it was the custom to turn horses out to 
graze over the commons of England, and, it was 
muda law (.32 Henry VIII. c. 13), ‘That no person 
shall put on any forest, chase, moor, heath, com- 
mon, or waste an.v stoned horse aliove the age of 
two years not lieing fifteen hands high;’ thus 
show’ing that height was thought an essential re- 
quisite for sires in those days. During the last 
200 years the pnrsnlt of hor.se racing has been more 
attractive to the leading families of England than 
any other outdoor pastime. Horse racing as a public 
sport may be said to have coniineu<‘e<l in the i*eign 
of James 1., the races then run being purely for 
amusement; but R is recorded that so early as the 
time of Henry II. races were run in Smlthfield for 
the purpose of selling the horse that got the best 
of the struggle. In some parts of England horse 
racing was commonly practiced at Easter time, and 
at the end of the seventeenth century it was pro- 
hibited, as being ‘contrary to the holiness of the 
season.’ In 1740 horse racing had liecome so pre- 
valent throughout the country that a law was passed 
by Parliameut to restrain it> and it was enacted 
that after June 24, 1740, no plate should be run for 
of less value than JiTO, the penalty for transgres- 
sion of the law lieing £200. Parliament further 
settled tb« weights to be carried in all races, as 



follows :— Five years old, lOst; six years old, list; 
seven years old and aged, 12st. 

“It is Impos.sible to obtain but few of the per- 
formances of the horses during the earlier part of 
the eighteenth century. The published records date 
from 1718, and tlie races were generally matches, 
and ill long courses, varying four to twelve miles 
iu length. In the year just nientioneil tw’eiity-three 
matches w'ere decided on Newmarket Heath, iu 
all Init one of which the distance was four miles. 
In 1719 the Duke of Wharton made two matches 
of six miles each, and in the same year a ‘Royal 
Clip,’ value 1(H) guineas, was given bv George 1. 
for live-year-old mares, lOst each, distance four 
miles, which was wou by the Duke of Rutland’s 
Bouny Black, by Black Hearty, son of Byerly Turk. 
In this race twenty-one started, and no less tUau 
sixteen were placed by (be judge. In the next 
year the ‘Royal Cup’ was agaiu given; eighteen 
started, and Bouny Black again won. 

“In 1720, twenty-six matches w’ere run, and in 
the mouth of October in that year the Duke of 
Wharton’s Caueyskius, list 101b, beat Lord Hills- 
borough’s Speedwell, 12st, the best of three heats, 
twelve miles, for 1,000 guineas, thus showing that 
racing in those days was more for endnrauee and 
staying powers than for speed. For a few years only 
about that time are there any records of the racing 
that took place, and not until the latter part of 
the last t*entury do we find any regular record kept. 
In those early days of racing ‘Give and Take Flutes’ 
were lioth common and popular, with couditious as 
follows; The horses entered carried weight for 
age and weight for Inches, each horse being meas- 
ured under a stuudard before starting. Aged horses 
and mares, thirteen hands high, carried 7st, and for 
every additioual one-eighth of an inch, fourteen 
ounces extra. Six year-olds carried four |iouuds. aiul 
five-year-olds twelve iiouiuls less; thus, if a horse 
8to<Hl fourteen hands high he oarrieil 9st, fifteen 
hands list, and so ou iu the same proportion. Tlie 
following is a correct return of a Give and Take 
Plate, run over the Kuavesmire, at York, ou August 
•21, 17,73: 

A Plate of £.70 for horses, etc., ‘Give and Take,* 
fourteen bauds, aged, 9st; four mile heats.

“From about the end of the last century dates the 
flourishing period of horse racing, which has been 
annually increased by the ever-growing interest 
taken in It by all classes of society. lu 1772 there 
were sixty thoroughbred stullioos standing in various 
parts of England. The fees w’ere then very moder- 
ate. Oronootes headed the list at tw’enty-eight 
guineas. Bolton Sarliiig was next at eight guineas, 
while others varied at from one to three quineas. 
Ejgbt of these horses W’ere reputed im|M>rted Arab- 
ians, and It is owing to these w’ell-selected Arabian 
ami Barbary horses, crossed with the liest British 
mares, that England now’ reigns supreme in pro- 
ducti(»> of the best breed of horses iu Ibe world.**
